HE Eledtor of Bavaria has written a 

Letter to the States of the Circles of 

Swabia and Franconia, to acquaint them 

that he will fend a Minifter to their 

Diet, which is to be open’d to day at 
Heilbron, with Inftructions to make fuch Propofals 
to them, as fhall juftifie his Proceedings, and plainly 
evince that his Ele¢toral Highnefs has no other De- 
figns than what are conducive to the Welfare of his 
Country and of the Empire. The Cardinal de Lam- 
berg has Sgnified to the Diet affembled here, by ex- 
prefs Order from his Maiefty, that confidering the 
eminent Dangers which chreaten the Empire on all 
fides, it is neceffary to come to a Conclnfion on the 
Affairs that relate to the War, and that the means 
of carrying it on fhould be furnifh’d without delay : 
To which the Diet have made anfwer, That the 
Forces which are already on foot, thould be order’d 
to enter upon action; and that the Princes and 
States of the Empire fhould be directed to furnith 
their Quotas (according to the Eftablifhment made 
in 1698) of 120000 Men. The Deputies of the 
Evangelick Body have propos’d to write a Letter to 
his Imperial Majefty, to defire him to inrerpofe his 
Authority to reprefs the Enterprizes and Ufurpations 
of the Court of Rome on the German Church, and 
to annul the Concordat made in 1488, with the 
confent of the Empire, between Pope Nicholas V. 
and the Emperor Frederick IV. becaufe the Popes 
have no regard to it but when it favours their In- 
tereft.

They write from Vienna of the rith, That the 
Emperor holds frequent Confultations on the prefent 
Jundture of Affairs.

man and Sinzendorf have acquainted him, That to 
facilitate an Accommodation, the King of Poland 
has S000 Saxons into the Emperor's Service: 
His Swedith Majefty’s Anfwer on this fubject is ex- 
pected with great Impatience. The laft Letters 
from Cracow advife, That the King of Sweden is 

erfectly recover'd of the hurt which he receiv’d by 

is fall. That the Vanguard of his Army which 
was advanc’d to Sendomir, was oblig’d to return to 
Opatowits within 6 Leagues of ‘Cracow, for want 
of Provifions,and becaufe the Water of the Viftula is 


fallen very low. That there isa Report of the Counts 
and Steinbock, his Sereian having fought 
a Duel, and that the former was wounded; but 
this requires Confirmation. There are Letters from 
Kiow of the 2d which fay, That the Coffacks who 
are lately rifen in Rebellion againft the Poles, had 
taken by Storm the Fortrefs of Nimerow Melcka 
in the Ukrain, and put all the Garrifon to the 
Sword.

Hague, Nov. 25. The Secretary of Count Guif- 
card, formerly Ambaffador of France to the Court 
of Sweden, being come hither without a Patfporr, 
was feiz’d other day by order-of the States, and 
put under Confinement. A general Arreft is laid on 
all the Effects that are brought from Vigo, and no 
Perfon can come afhore out of any Veffel of that 
Fleet without a particular Licenfe. This Morning 
Baron Spaar made a Vifit to the Earl of Mar!bo- 
rough. Monrficur d’Auverquerque is upon his de- 
parture from hence to command a Body of 25 or 
30 thoufand Men, (in quality of General of the 
Horfe,) that are quarcer’d between Liege and Cob- 
Jentz. The Prince of Naffau, Hereditary Governor 
of Frifeland (who is educated at Utrecht) is re- 
cover'd from his late Indifpofition: The Princefs 
his Mother is expected here from Urrecht to 
night.
